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Youth Council 


future hangs 
in the balance 


THE future of Newmarket’s Youth 
Council may be in jeopardy after 
it was described as “an awful lot 
of work” to run. 

At a meeting of Newmarket Town Council’s 
finance and policy committee on Monday 
evening, councillors expressed concern about 
who will take over the running of the group 
after Cllr Michael Jeffereys and Cllr Chris 
Turner decided to stand down. 

The Newmarket Youth Council was set up in 
2009 to provide a voice for young people 
through representatives from every school in 
the town. 

The young councillors hold a monthly 
meeting and provide a report for the town 
council as well as engaging in educational 
trips such as to the Houses of Parliament. 

Isabelle Barrett, Newmarket town clerk, said: 
“We need to establish the value of the Youth 
Council to both the students and the schools. 

“They have not physically achieved 
anything or advocated a project which is for 
the benefit of young people. 

“If it is going to continue there must be a 
significant change and make users take 
ownership over the council.”

Mrs Barrett said Cllr Jeffereys and Cllr 
Turner felt they had given three years of their 
time and they wanted someone else to have a 
go at it. 

Mayor George Lambton, Newmarket mayor, 
said: “It’s an admirable cause but it’s 
something that we need a couple of 
councillors to take on as a project, and it’s no 
light undertaking." 

He suggested the running could be 
transferred to volunteers rather than 
councillors. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, who represents Severals 
ward, said: “It’s starting to develop into an 
awful lot of work.” 

Mrs Barrett said Forest Heath District 
Council runs its own youth forum for all the 
schools in the district and asked councillors to 
decide whether a council was necessary in 
Newmarket. 

Cllr Lambton said: “I wonder if there’s any 
point in us doing something separate, if we 
can build on something that’s already in 
place.”

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Memories of hurricane-force havoc 


THE "worst storm in living memory" 
battered the country 25 years ago. On 
the night of October 15 to 16, 1987, 

10Omph gales wrought havoc as 
hundreds of trees were felled by the 
freak weather. 

It came hours after weatherman 
Michael Fish famously said there 
wasn't a hurricane coming but that 
"the weather will become very windy, 
but most of the strong winds, 
incidentally, will be down over Spain 
and across into France." 

He added England would miss the 
worst of the weather, but did warn 
viewers in the UK to "batten down 
the hatches", saying it would be "very 
windy" across the south of England. 


But within hours it became clear his 
prediction was drastically wrong. 
Technically, it wasn't a hurricane - 
which is a tropical storm - but there 
were hurricane-force gusts. 

The Great Storm of 1987 was the 
worst since the Great Storm of 1703 
which killed 8,000 people. 

The 1987 gales were responsible 
for the deaths of 18 people. 
Emergency services were at full stretch 
and hundreds of homes were left 
without power. 

A senior manager at UK Power 
Networks recalled the weeks of clean¬ 
up and repairs that followed the Great 
Storm across East Anglia. In just a few 
hours, the networks suffered the 


equivalent of 15 years' worth of faults 
causing power cuts. 

About 750,000 customers were left 
without power. But just 30 hours after 
the storm hit, that number had been 
reduced to 350,000. And nearly 
3,000 company staff plus 1,000 
workers from other companies and 
the Army were mobilised for the 
repair effort. 

Les Waters is now UK Power 
Networks' area manager for much of 
Suffolk and Essex. But in 1987 he was 
an overhead lines foreman working in 
north Essex. 

He said: "We were facing a 
mammoth task to rebuild the 
overhead lines. 


"I remember literally cutting my 
way down a country lane in Essex, 
using a chainsaw, to reach our 
equipment. 

"I was also given the first mobile 
phone in the company to use when I 
went up in one of 16 helicopters we 
used to help spot where overhead 
lines were down and report back." 

In the first week after the storm, six 
months' worth of overhead line 
equipment were used for repairs and 
more were flown in from France. 

Today, the company says that 
additional measures have been put in 
place in case of another such storm, 
including a more rigorous tree¬ 
trimming programme.

Burglar left blood at house 
during 56k jewellery raid 
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A BURGLAR who stole 
more than £6,000 worth 
of jewellery escaped a 
jail sentence despite the 
judge describing the 
break-in as “a nasty 
offence”. 

Leonard Whittred, of 
Burwell Caravan Park, broke 
into a farmhouse in Sibley, 
Lincolnshire, on May 29, 
leaving blood all over the 
house after he cut himself on 
a window. 

He had already admitted 
the charge of burglary at a 
hearing in July at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court before his 
case was sent to Cambridge 
Crown Court for sentencing 
last Wednesday. 

Judge Mark Lucraft QC 
imposed a 10-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years, and a 24-month 
supervision order. 

He said: “This is a nasty 
offence of burglary, going in 
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and ransacking the house 
and taking jewellery which 
is of great sentimental 
value.” 

The court heart that the 
owner came back to the 
house around 4pm and 
noticed a pair of cufflinks 
lying in the driveway. 

Laura Blackband, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “She went to 
the back and saw the 
defendant had smashed his 
way into the property.” 

She added: “There was a 
great deal of blood on the 
premises.” 

Whittred searched the 
house and took three sets of 
car keys before stealing the 
jewellery from an upstairs 
bedroom. 

He was arrested on June 21 
and remanded in custody for 
85 days. The jewellery has 
not been recovered. 


Florence Iveson, miti¬ 
gating, said Whittred has had 
problems with drugs since 
he was in a serious car 
accident aged 18 and he 
became addicted to 
painkillers before moving 
onto other drugs. 

She said: “This was an 
offence which was very 
plainly committed on 
impulse. 

“This is a turning point for 
Mr Whittred as his wife has 
told him if he doesn’t come 
off the drugs then he isn’t 
getting any more chances.” 

Miss Iveson said the father 
of five was “desperate” to get 
back to his family. 

Judge Lucraft said: “It 
seems to me you have a real 
problem with drugs.” 

He imposed a 12-month 
drug rehabilitation require¬ 
ment, which means Whittred 
would have to attend court 
regularly to check on his 
progress.

Hancock to stay 
as town's MP 

NEWMARKET will retain its MP 
despite plans to change the boundaries 
of parliamentary constituencies. 

Matthew Hancock said he was 
delighted that revised proposals from 
the Boundary Commission would not 
remove Newmarket from his West 
Suffolk constituency. 

The Coalition has proposed to even 
up the size of seats so each 
constituency has at least 72,810 voters 
but no more than 80,473, in an attempt 
to provide fairer representation for 
constituents. 

The boundary changes would 
reduce the number of MPs from 650 to 
600 and original proposals meant 
Newmarket would move from West 
Suffolk into East Cambridgeshire along 
with Ely, Burwell and Dullingham. 

However the Government has 
confirmed that Newmarket will not be 
moved even if changes do go ahead.

Councillors resolved to 
see if there is support for 
the Youth Council and to 
put it on the agenda for 
the next meeting in 
November. 


Council hits out at 
nightclub’s hours 


ANGRY town councillors 
hope to appeal a decision 
which allowed a town centre 
nightspot to extend its 
opening hours. 

Members of Newmarket Town 
Council claimed they were 
ignored when Millionaires Bar, in 
High Street, was granted extended 
opening hours by a Forest Heath 
District Council sub-committee 
on October 3. 

Cllr Rachel Hood put forward 
the idea to appeal against the 
decision at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning 
committee on Monday. 

She said: “My view is that the 
licence being granted was pretty 
offensive, considering we 
objected.” 

Cllr Hood, who is also a 
member of Forest Heath District 
Council, said they have already 
sought legal advice over the 
decision which allows Million¬ 
aires to remain open until 3am on 
Friday and Saturday and until 
lam for the rest of the week. The 
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bar’s old licence allowed it to 
remain open until lam at 
weekends and 12.30am during 
the week. 

Simon Lewis, manager of 
Millionaires, told the licensing 
committee the primary motive for 
the bid was to help with the 
dispersal of customers. 

Cllr Hood said the licensing 
committee granted the licence 
despite an admission by 
Millionaires that it did not have a 
pub radio system, which is part of 
its licensing criteria. 

“These pub radios are used to 
report incidents and anti-social 
behaviour to the police and 
Millionaires admitted they were 
in breach of their licence.” 

However, the committee were 
unable to consider that as it was 
examining whether to extend the 
nightclub’s hours, not examining 
its existing licence. 

Cllr Joy Uney criticised 
comments by Cllr Carol Lynch, on 
the licensing committee, who said 
she was “out of touch” with 


nightlife in the town. 

Cllr Uney said: “How can she 
make a judgement and how can 
she represent the people of 
Newmarket?” 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: “There 
are a lot of people out the front 
smoking and drinking. If you are 
walking by it can be very 
intimidating.” 

However, Cllr Michael Jeffereys 
warned the town council could be 
liable to pay high costs if they lost 
their appeal. 

The committee voted unani¬ 
mously to investigate the costs of 
making an application with a 
view to planning an appeal 
against Millionaire’s Club’s 
opening hours. 

The town council will have to 
lodge a complaint with West 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court in Bury 
St Edmunds by the end of 
October if it wants to appeal the 
decision.

Merger of two 
fire services is 
a step closer 


A POTENTIAL merger 
between the Cambridgeshire 
and Suffolk fire services has 
moved a step closer. 

Work on a business case 
which could see a link bet¬ 
ween the two is to continue 
after the move was approv¬ 
ed by Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Fire Authority. 

A decision on whether to 
collaborate more fully is 
expected in the new year. 

Options ranging from no 
action to a full merger will 
be considered and go out to 
public consultation. 

Chief Fire Officer Graham 
Stagg said: “We cannot ig¬ 
nore what is happening in 
the wider world. The finan¬ 
cial situation for public sec¬ 
tor organisations does not 
look like it is improving and 
we need to be prepared for 
the next Comprehensive 
Spending Review in 2015 in 
which it is likely that fur¬ 
ther cuts to fire and rescue 
service budgets will be 
made. 

“In order to prepare for 
this we need to fully exam¬ 
ine all the options that we 
have for saving further mon¬ 
ey from this date without 
impacting on our frontline 
resources.” 


Cllr Fred Brown, chair¬ 
man of the fire authority, 
said they had already estab¬ 
lished the benefits of work¬ 
ing with Suffolk through the 
merged fire control. 

He said: “A full business 
case is sensible for both 
parties to find out exactly 
where we stand financially. 

“We need to do this to 
ensure that it is the best 
decision for the people of 
Cambridgeshire. We will not 
make a final decision until 
all the facts are clear.” 

Matthew Warren, director 
of resources, told the auth¬ 
ority more work on the link 
had to be done. 

Suffolk County Council 
will be discussing the plan 
this week and the full 
business case will come 
back before the fire 
authority and the cabinet 
next year. 

Mr Stagg warned dead¬ 
lines were tight and if they 
missed one for 2014 there 
would not be another oppor¬ 
tunity until 2016-17. 

Cllr Sir Peter Brown said: 
“This is something we have 
got to get right. I think this 
authority will have to think 
very carefully where it is 
going.”

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Council under fire 
over fungal tree

A TREE contractor has 
called for the district 
council to bring back tree 
officers after a fungus 
riddled tree remained by a 
busy road. 

Ben Roberts, managing 
director of Anglian Tree 
Contractors, said this was an 
example of why it is dangerous 
to not have specialist tree 
officers. 

The tree, which had a trunk 
diameter of about 8 feet, was 
cut down on October 5. It was 
covered by a tree preservation 
order (TPO) which meant he 
had to provide evidence to 
prove it was diseased. 

Tree preservation orders are 
put in place by Forest Heath 
District Council to protect trees 
and areas of woodland from 
destruction. 

Mr Roberts said he noticed 
the tree when he was called to 
Beech House Hospital, in 
Fordham. 

He said: “When we took the 
tree down it was found to be so 
hollow that it obviously needed 
to be removed.” 

Mr Roberts said people 
should not have to hire a tree 
surgeon every time they need 
advice and gathering the right 
evidence to prove a tree is 
diseased was complicated. 

He added: “As a council tax 
payer I feel we should be 
entitled to have a tree officer. 

“We are all paying council tax 
which is going up every year 
and we deserve a level of 
service.” 

He said Forest Heath had to 
share an officer with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
which meant he was only 
around one day a week. 

Mr Roberts said: “I think they 
are struggling over there as the 
funding is removed and this is 


not something that should be 
sacrificed.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath District Council said: 
“We have a formal arrangement 
where we have a tree officer 
one day a week.” 

She confirmed the council 
lost its full-time tree officer in 
June 2010 but said people 
could still call the council for 
advice. 


She said: “It is the 
responsibility of the owner to 
prove a tree is dead or dying. 

“If it was a tree on private 
land then the process is 
you have to contact a tree 
surgeon.” 

If there is a TPO on the tree 
then owners have to put in an 
application to the council 
including evidence as to why it 
should be removed. 


Harvest helps

A CHAPEL’S annual harvest service has 
raised more than £600. 

Around 100 people descended at the 
Little Chapel in the Fen at River Bank, 
near Upware on October 7 for its annual 
harvest service. 

The chapel, which is now non- 
denominational, is best known for the 
service, which is now in its 128th year.

Dog neglect airman 
is given lifetime ban 


AN AMERICAN airman has 
been given an eight-week 
suspended prison sentence for 
leaving his three dogs to 
starve. 

Miles Rodriguez, 24, of RAF 
Mildenhall, admitted three charges 
of failing to provide dogs with 
adequate nutrition at a hearing in 
September at West Suffolk 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The court heard how RSPCA 
inspectors found a Staffordshire bull 
terrier called Dougie and a Yorkshire 
terrier Louie in a state of extreme 
dehydration at the serviceman’s 
house in Thyme Close, Red Lodge 
on June 29. 

The third dog, a six-month-old 
Staffordshire bull terrier called Mac, 
was found dead in a cage on July 5 
in scrubland near the house. 

Hugh Rowland, prosecuting on 
behalf of the RSPCA, said: “The first 
of the dogs was severely 
malnourished. He was found to be 
dull and listless and weighed 6.5

kilos. When he was previously seen 
in March he weighed 16 kilos.” 

Mr Rowland said Louie, the 
Yorkshire terrier, was found covered 
in matted fur and faeces and 
weighed only 3lb rather than the 
usual 4.5lb. He said both of the dogs 
are doing well and are now in the 
care of the defendant’s ex-wife in 
America. 

Rodriguez, representing himself, 
told the court he was extremely 
sorry for what he had done. 

He said: “I regret it more every 
day when I see people taking care of 


their animals. It makes me feel sick 
to my stomach.” 

Sarah Wenban, chair of the bench, 
said: “These are serious matters. It 
was possible for you to make other 
arrangements for the care of these 
animals but you did not.” 

The magistrates imposed the 
sentence, which was suspended for 
a year, as well as a 12-month 
supervision order and 120 hours of 
unpaid work. 

He was banned from owning a dog 
for life and ordered to pay £3,255 to 
cover the costs of the case. 

After the hearing, RSPCA 
Inspector David Podmore said: “Mr 
Rodriguez initially denied any 
involvement in the death of a third 
dog. 

“A lot of time and effort was put 
into proving that he was entirely 
responsible for the neglect of all 
three dogs and we are therefore 
satisfied with today’s outcome, and 
we would like to thank the US Air 
Force for their co-operation in the 
investigation of this matter.”

Abby Martin's youngest daughter is severely deaf, and her eldest is also hearing- 
impaired - but after being told she was unlikely to have children at all, their devoted 
mum wouldn't change a thing about her family. Interview by EMMA

K EZIA Martin has one 
of the world’s 
cheekiest grins. A 
bouncy 7-year-old who 
loves riding her scooter, 
playing chase with her dog 
and even cheerleading, 
you’d think she didn’t have a 
care in the world. 

But Kezia is severely deaf, 
and relies on hearing aids 
and lip-reading to 
communicate. And for 
mum Abby, 38, it’s like 
history repeating itself: her 
older daughter, 13-year-old 
Letecia, is also hearing- 
impaired. 

Yet for Abby and husband 
fohn, who live in Red 
Lodge, coping with their 
daughters’ deafness isn’t a 
problem - they’re just 
grateful to have them at all. 
“We’ve been blessed with 
two beautiful children, and 
we’ve always taught Letecia 
and Kezia that they’re 
special,” says Abby “Their 
deafness is what makes 
them.” 

Abby met fohn (“roller¬ 
skating at Rollerbury!”) 
when she was 17 and he 
was 23. They married five 
years later, and becoming 
parents was very much on 


the agenda. 

“When the careers 
advisor at school said ‘what 
would you like to be?’ I said 
‘a wife and a mum’,” smiles 
Abby. “We immediately 
thought we’d like to have a 
family, but we tried for over 
a year, and nothing 
happened.” 

Tests revealed that Abby 
had polycystic ovaries, and 
the prognosis wasn’t good: 
“They actually said it was a 
very severe case, and we 
probably wouldn’t fall 
pregnant,” says Abby 
“Obviously that was really 
hard.” 

The couple, who are 
Christians, decided not to 
try IVF for personal 
religious reasons. But four 
years later, a course of 
tablets to induce ovulation 
did the trick. “I just knew I 
was pregnant, I just felt it,” 
says Abby. “We waited until 
the morning to do the test, 
because it’s a stronger 
reading, and at 5 o’clock in 
the morning we drove to 
Bury to knock on my 
parents’ door and tell 
them!” 

Letecia was born in April 
1999, and her hearing 


appeared fine: in fact Abby 
didn’t suspect anything was 
wrong until she turned 4. 

“She started saying 
‘pardon?’ a lot, and I’d 
noticed that she couldn’t 
sound things out: she knew 
all her letters, and could 
write all her friends’ names, 
but when I’d say ‘how do 
you think ‘Dad’ is spelt? D- 
A-D?’, she couldn’t hear it.” 

Abby’s concerns 
deepened when Letecia 
started school. “The teacher 
said ‘would you help Letecia 
write her name, please?’ 
And I laughed! I said ‘she 
can!’ And the teacher said 
‘no she can’t: when I’ve 
asked her to, she hasn’t’. I 
knew something was up, 
and I just thought, maybe 
it’s her hearing.. 

The family doctor 
referred Letecia to 
specialists in Ely, who 
confirmed that she had a 
mild hearing problem. But 
her hearing deteriorated 
rapidly, “and in within a 
matter of months, she was 
profoundly deaf in her right 
ear.” 

An MRI scan ruled out 
tumours or blockages, but 
Letecia's hearing loss was 


permanent. “My reaction 
was ‘OK, that’s what that is’,” 
shrugs Abby. “It was a shock, 
but we still saw her as a 
wonderful gift from God.” 

But Abby admits it was 
tough to watch Letecia in 
social situations: “I didn’t 
realise how much of an 
effect deafness has: she 
would miss everything on 
the right-hand side. 

“With things like birthday 
parties, she’d be lost, really, 
because she wouldn’t hear 
what was going on. So she 
did feel left out. And she’s 
been reluctant to join in 
certain things: when she 
was smaller she loved 
dancing, but it got to the 
point where she didn’t feel 
she was getting it right, and 
decided to stop.” 

joining in with 
conversations has also been 
an issue: “She does struggle 
with having the confidence 
to go into a group of people 
and talk to them. Bless her, 
she is getting better as she’s 
getting older, but I think she 
is very conscious of the fact 
that she doesn’t want to look 
silly.” 

But Letecia says she’s 
taking her deafness in her

stride. “Because IVe had it 
for so long, I’ve got used to 
it, and it doesn’t really affect 
me anymore,” she says. 
“The only problem is that 
sometimes I miss things in 
class.” 

Have other kids ever 
been mean? “No. Well, not 
that I know of! I don’t try to 
cover up my hearing aids - 
I’m not really bothered 
about it. You can hardly see 
them anyway because 
they’re just wire.” 

In fact, she says, it can 
have a plus side: 
“Sometimes I just need a 
break from hearing 
everything, so there is an 
advantage: I can take out 
my hearing aids and just 
shut down, but 
unfortunately I’ve still got 
one ear going!” 

Kezia certainly has no 
problems with confidence. 
“They're chalk and cheese,” 
laughs Abby. “While Letecia 
would hang at the back of a 
room full of people, Kezia 
would probably go in and 
go ‘excuse me, I want to talk 
to you!”’ 

She’s certainly full of 
beans. Keen to show off her 
handstands and 
cartwheels, Kezia is also a 
real chatterbox: “I worked 
hard at school today and I 
got three stickers - but then 
I lost them,” she says. 
“Where did you put them?” 
asks Abby. “I put them here, 
here and here,” she replies, 
pointing at her cheeks and 
chin, then laughs. “They 
fell off.” 

When Kezia was born, 
her hearing was tested the 
same day: “I knew in my 
heart of hearts she was 
going to be deaf,” recalls 
Abby “They said ‘she’s 
failed her hearing test, but 
it may just be that she’s 
congested’. But I wasn’t at 
all shocked.” A test a few 
weeks later confirmed her 
suspicions. 

Kezia is severely deaf: 
she’s classed as moderate 
to severe in one ear, and 
severe to profound in the 
other: “and without her 
hearing aids she really can’t 
hear at all.” 

“It didn’t bother me at 
that point: I was fine until 
she got to about nine 
months, and then I just felt 
like I didn’t know what to 
do. I really struggled,” 
admits Abby. 

“Someone is always 
worse off, and I never 
thought ‘why me?’ or ‘why 


them?’ at all. Ever. But I 
didn’t feel I knew enough 
about parenting a deaf 
child. Just simple things 
like she wouldn’t keep a hat 
on, let alone keep her 
hearing aids in... 

“So for those first few 
years, my faith was strong 
but my emotions were 
weak, and I actually found 
it very difficult.” 

Kezia's strong character 
was an issue too: while 
Letecia had always been a 
gentle child, her little sister 
was something of a 
whirlwind. “She went 
through a stage of just 
hitting out at everybody, 
especially children, 
because they would come 
right up to her and she 
couldn’t cope with anyone 
being in her personal 
space,” recalls Abby. “She 
was quite an angry little 
girl. 

“At mother and toddler 
groups I couldn’t relax, 
because I was constantly 
waiting to protect the next 
child. And as much as 
people did understand, 
and were very sweet, you 
don’t actually feel any 
better about it.” 

By the age of 3, Kezia still 
wasn’t talking, but then 
they had a breakthrough - 
in the form of a small black 
dog called Bea-Bea 
(pronounced ‘BB’). “I was 
angry that I was deaf, so we 
had to get a dog to stop me 
being angry,” says Kezia. 
“She was frustrated,” 
begins Abby... “So we had 
to have a dog so I’d stop 
frustrating,” chips in Kezia. 

“Bea-Bea made a huge 
difference,” continues 
Abby “Somebody said to 
me ‘you don’t understand 
what she’s saying and she 
doesn’t understand what 
you’re saying - that’s why 
she’s frustrated. A dog will 
be a friend that she can talk 
to’, and it was a huge 
success.” 

Life improved further 
when Kezia started pre¬ 
school. Not only did she 
have a support worker, but 
the family decided to take 
signing lessons: “Lots of 
people said to me ‘don’t 
sign with her, she won’t 
speak’, but it wasn’t like 
that. It was almost like we 
were confirming what she 
was saying, or trying to say, 
so actually it encouraged 
her speech. And it 
transformed her 
tremendously, because 


then she could 
communicate. 

“She just blossomed into 
this very confident little 
girl. Now, for example, 
when she hasn’t heard 
she’ll go ‘I didn’t hear!’ 
whereas Letecia probably 
wouldn’t. It’s given her a 
personality that will cope 
with it a bit more, I think.” 

After two years at 
Mayfield Primary School in 
Cambridge, which has a 
hearing support centre, 
Kezia is now at mainstream 
school. She’s thriving but, 
admits Abby, it hasn’t all 
been plain sailing: “I can 
remember her finishing 
Reception and saying 
‘Mummy? Please tell me I 
don’t have to be deaf in Year 
One.’ That hit me hard, 
actually.” 

To this day, the Martins 
don’t know what caused 
their daughters’ hearing 
loss. They had an 
appointment with a 
geneticist “but they wanted 
to do blood tests, and my 
husband and I talked about 
it and said ‘thank you very 
much, but we don’t need to 
know’. If the girls want to 
know, then we’ll go down 
that route. But I don’t like 
the idea of going down that 
route if we don’t need to 
know why We say ‘it’s just 
because they are’.” 

Does Abby worry about 
their future? “I have to be 
honest and say no. I do 
think Letecia finds it hard 
sometimes, but does it 
sound wrong to say we 
don’t really think about 
it? 

“This is our life, and this 
is how God wants them. 
You either put a positive 
slant on it or a negative, 
and I just feel that if you 
have a positive attitude, 
you’re going to get positive 
results.” 

“We’re not always 
positive,” she adds, with a 
laugh. “Sometimes John 
comes home and I say ‘can 
you please just give me a 
few minutes, just because if 
I hear ‘pardon Mum?’ one 
more time...’ 

“But I wouldn’t have 
them any other way: it 
makes them who they are. 
People’s personalities are 
moulded by what’s going 
on, and what’s going on for 
them is deafness. I 
sometimes think they 
should moan more, but 
they just don’t. They cope 
with it beautifully.”

MPs have demanded 
that tourism chiefs 
abandon a new adver¬ 
tising campaign, 

claiming it makes their 
county look ridiculous. 

Visit Suffolk - the agency 
set up to promote the East 
Anglian county - has 
unveiled a new branding 
campaign describing the area 
as “The Curious County”. 

But four MPs have now 
called for the “idiotic and 
dangerous” message to be 
binned - saying it could turn 
visitors away. 

Tory MP for Coastal 
Suffolk, Dr Therese Coffey, 
said curious “is often used as 
a euphemism for something 
that is not quite right”. 

The new advertising slogan 
was first unveiled last month 
and is to be the centrepiece 
of a campaign starting next 
year. 

At the time Visit Suffolk 
brand manager Amanda 
Bond claimed: “The Curious 
County is probably the most 
exciting, eccentric and 
innovative way we’ve ever 
decided to promote tourism 
in Suffolk.” 

This week she said the 
campaign was not ready to go 
live and she was unable to 


comment further on it. 

Among MPs worried at the 
impact the slogan could have 
on the county’s crucial 
£1.75bn tourism sector are 
junior health minister, 
Central Suffolk MP Dan 
Poulter, Bury St Edmunds 
MP David Ruffley, Dr Coffey 
and Waveney MP Peter 
Aldous. 

Mr Ruffley said: “There is 
nothing curious about what 
we have to offer. This slogan 
is idiotic and meaningless, if 
not potentially dangerous for 
the tourism industry.” 

Dr Poulter said: “It has got 
to be stopped. It is the sort of 


slogan that could damage the 
county for years to come.” 

Mr Aldous added: “I don’t 
really understand the slogan, 
I’d say it was rather curious 
itself.” 

Ipswich MP Ben Gummer 
defended the work of Visit 
Suffolk, saying the branding 
idea is just one campaign the 
agency is looking at, and that 
it could attract people who 
might not otherwise look at 
Suffolk. Figures from Choose 
Suffolk - the predecessor of 
Visit East Anglia - last year 
showed tourism to be worth 
£1.75bn a year to Suffolk’s 
economy.

Rapist finally jailed for 
attacks on youngsters 


A MAN who raped and 
sexually abused a boy and 
girl almost 20 years ago 
has been jailed. 

Geraldo Tucciarone, 51, of St 
John’s Close, Mildenhall, was 
sentenced to 10 years. He was 
also banned indefinitely from 
having any unsupervised 
contact with anyone under 16 
and ordered to sign the sex 
offenders register. 

Tucciarone had sexually 
touched a 10-year-old girl at an 
address in Mildenhall and 
about a year later raped the girl 
in a caravan, Ipswich Crown 
Court was told. 

Prosecutor Riel Karmy-Jones 
said the girl told police that 
when she was raped, 
Tucciarone held her tightly 
with both arms around her. 


The girl confided in her 
mother what happened but 
because the girl was suffering 
mental health issues at the 
time her story was dismissed 
as being untrue. 

Miss Karmy-Jones said 
Tucciarone, when confronted 
by the girl’s mother, said 
nothing inappropriate had 
taken place. 

On a later date Tucciarone 
turned his attentions to a boy 
who was aged about 10 and 
who lived in Hinckley, 
Leicestershire. 

The boy was sexually abused 
by Tucciarone and about six 
months later was raped by 
him. 

Miss Karmy-Jones said before 
the rape took place, Tucciarone 
had shown the boy indecent 
video images. 


The boy later told police he 
knew what Tucciarone did was 
wrong but he had been too 
embarrassed and ashamed to 
tell anyone at the time. 

Tucciarone had pleaded 
guilty to two offences of sexual 
assault and two of rape. The 
offences took place in the early 
to mid-1990s - he was finally 
charged in January. 

Andrew Shaw, mitigating, 
said Tucciarone had no 
previous convictions and had 
fully admitted what he had 
done. 

Tucciarone had asked for no 
mitigation to be put forward. 

Jailing him, Judge John Holt 
told Tucciarone the 44 days he 
had spent in custody awaiting 
sentencing would be deducted 
from the time he had to serve.

A HOSPICE charity has received 
a grant of more than £400,000 
from the National Lottery. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care, in Bury St 
Edmunds, provides care for people 
with life-threatening illnesses 
throughout West Suffolk and they need 
to raise £11,000 every day to keep their 
doors open.

However, she said the charity could 
not rest as the hospice’s running costs 
are £5 million a year.

Animals ricochet around the 
screen at dizzying speed and 
pyrotechnics explode to the 
infectious beat of Katy Perry’s 
self-empowerment anthem, 
Firework. 

Kids will love the slapstick 
and high-octane action but 
parents may find the 
tomfoolery as tame as the 
four-legged heroes. Eye candy 
is plentiful but there’s an 
inescapable feeling that the 
flimsy narrative has been 
tailored to the 3D and the 
higher ticket prices 
commanded by the eye¬ 
popping format. 

You could cheerfully distil 
the plot into 10 minutes - the 
remainder of this upbeat 
adventure is glossy, feel-good 
packaging adorned with rump¬ 
shaking musical interludes.

How to keep the doctor at bay 


W HILE many 

commercial apple 
producers have had 
poor crops this year because 
the incessant early rain deterred 
bees from pollinating the 
blossom, ordinary gardeners 
may have had more success. 

An apple flower can't be fertilised by 
pollen from the same tree, but needs a 
pollination partner from a different 
variety of apple tree which flowers at 
the same time. 

While many commercial growers 
only grow one variety and will have a 
different pollination partner scattered 
around the orchard, they usually assess 
the minimum number of pollination 
partner trees needed so they don't 
waste space they want to give over to 
their main variety. 

"This year we had a freakily bad 
year for pollination because 
throughout the time for pollination - 
April and May - it was cold and rainy 
and the bees just weren't about, which 
massively reduced the chances of trees 
being pollinated," says Rebecca Bevan, 
team leader for fruit and vegetables at 
RHS Garden Wisley. 

When only one type of apple is 
grown, bees have to travel from the 
majority crop to pollinating partner 
trees and back again to cross-polIinate 
each flower. 

However, suburban gardeners often 
have a few different types within easy

reach, which means the bees don't 
have to travel so far to cross-pol I inate 
the flowers. 

It's been a bumper year for apples at 
RHS Garden Wisley - which is 
currently hosting the RHS Taste of 
Autumn Festival - where nearly 700 
types of apple are grown and there are 
many hives. 

"Even though the weather was 
awful, we had more bees around 
which were covered in a lot more 
compatible pollen," says Bevan. 

She advises gardeners to grow more 
than one variety which flowers at the 
same time. 

"We advise home gardeners to 
choose at least one pollination partner 
for each tree, but often in suburban 
areas that's going to happen anyway 
because different people have different 
apple trees and the bees will travel 
from one garden to another to 
exchange the pollen." 

Many suburban gardeners also grow 
wild flowers which encourage bees 
and have grown some apple varieties 


which will withstand a lot of rain. 

Those who want their tree blossom 
to escape the frost should go for mid or 
late season varieties, such as 
Ashmead's Kernel, a russet apple with 
a really intense fruit-drop flavour which 
stores well, ready for picking from mid- 
October, and Ellison's Orange, a late 
season type which is a reliable cropper 
providing a rich flavour, she advises. 

Wet weather also encourages fungal 
diseases and some trees are more 
resistant to that. Ellison's Orange, for 
instance, has shown some resistance to 
scab, while Laxton's Fortune is also 
disease-resistant. Falstaff is also thought 
to have some resistance to frost in its 
blossom. 

Unlike most varieties, Bramley 
cooking apples need two pollination 
partners, while there are several self- 
fertile varieties, including a type of 
Cox's Orange Pippin, although the 
RHS recommends that trees are cross- 
pollinated to achieve a better crop. 

For better crops, Bevan advises 
people to create good places for 
bumble bees and solitary bees to over¬ 
winter in the garden. Leave some 
undisturbed ground on your plot or 
make insect houses by tying up 
bamboo canes which have holes in 
them in which the bees can shelter.

"When you are on the 
road, be prepared to slow 
down and take extra care, 
particularly on bends and 
roads which are open to 
the elements."

DVLA move to ditch check 
on insurance when taxing 
a vehicle is ‘madness’: AA 


THE DVLA (Driver and 
Vehicle Licensing 
Authority) has 

announced plans to cut 
red tape by removing 
the insurance check 
when taxing a vehicle - 
a move which has been 
condemned as “mad¬ 
ness” by the AA. 

The suggestion would 
mean motorists no longer 
having to provide an 
insurance certificate when 
buying a tax disc under plans 
unveiled by Roads Minister 
Stephen Hammond. 

The red tape cutting plans 
mean that around an extra 
600,000 motorists a year will 
be able to tax their car 
online. It also means that 
millions of motorists will no 
longer have to search for 
their insurance certificate if 
they tax their car at the Post 
Office. 

Roads Minster Stephen 
Hammond said: “We are 
committed to getting rid of 


unnecessary red tape. There 
is absolutely no benefit in 
making motorists prove they 
have insurance when they 
buy a tax disc now that we 
regularly check existing 
databases for insurance 
under Continuous Insurance 
Enforcement rules. 

“These proposals will make 
the whole process quicker, 
easier and cheaper.” 

The proposal has been 
made possible by new checks 
of existing databases for 
insurance under Continuous 
Insurance Enforcement rules. 
The DVLA’s records are 
compared regularly with the 
Motor Insurance Database 
(MID) to identify registered 
keepers of vehicles that 
appear to have no insurance. 

The consultation closes on 
November 26. 

However, the AA has 
branded the proposal as 
“madness”. 

“This will send out 
entirely the wrong message 
and will undo much the 
work carried out by the 


Motor Insurers’ Bureau, the 
Government and the 
insurance industry to tighten 
up enforcement of the law,” 
says Simon Douglas, director 
of broker AA Insurance. 

“To knock out a simple and 
almost fool-proof check that 
insurance is in place, once 
every year or six months, is 
madness. It’s telling the 
public that it’s OK to delay or 
even avoid taking out cover. 

“It’s simply not good 
enough to rely on 
Continuous Insurance 
Enforcement (CIE) legislation 
which was introduced last 
year; and the police using 
automatic number plate 
recognition (anpr) technology 
to identify uninsured 
vehicles after the event. 
Surely it is better to ensure 
that vehicles are insured 
from the outset. 

“If this becomes law, we 
will see a sharp rise in the 
number of people driving 
without cover, either 
deliberately or through 
oversight.”

Classic year Dawn-s 


JIM Bolger laid down his 2013 
Classic marker at Newmarket on 
Saturday as both Dawn Approach 
and Trading Leather stamped their 
class on Dubai Future Champions 
Day. 

Dawn Approach was already the 
ante-post favourite for the 2000 Guineas 
but shortened further after stretching his 
unbeaten record to six in the Dubai 
Dewhurst Stakes. 

For a moment it looked as if the Irishman 
might be sweeping to a fifth Dewhurst in 
seven years with the ‘wrong’ horse, as 
Dawn Approach had some difficulty in 
catching his dogged pacemaker Leitir Mor. 
But he rose to the challenge for Kevin 
Manning in the final furlong and passed 
the post in style. 

Unusually, Dawn Approach (30-100 
favourite) had his first start as early as 
March and was emulating his sire New 
Approach in landing both the Dewhurst 
and the National Stakes. Both now look 
likely to be Europe’s champion two-year- 
old as well. 

Owner Sheikh Mohammed confirmed he 
will remain in the care of the same trainer 
over the winter, while Bolger said: “There 
were no real anxious moments. 

“He just has a lazy style of racing and 
once Kevin wound him up, there were 
never any concerns. 

“My previous four Dewhurst winners 
were pretty smart, but this one is right up 
there with them. He’s capable of ruling 
the roost.” 

Bolger has already marked out Trading 
Leather as a possible Derby horse and he 
applied himself well to hold the other 5-2 
joint-favourite Montiridge by three- 
quarters of a length in the Autumn Stakes. 

“We view him as a Derby horse,” Bolger 
said. “He’s in the Racing Post Trophy but 
we’ll see how he comes out of it.” 

While Bolger believes he holds the whip 
hand in the Guineas, Clive Cox may beg to 
differ after Reckless Abandon maintained 
his unbeaten run with a gutsy success over 
Moohaajim in the vision.ae Middle Park 
Stakes.
